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Allegations that President 
Hixon received favorable 
tax treatment on his prop- 
erty- at San Clemente, Calif., 
as the result of under-assess- 
ment" have been called 
“outright lies” by Rep. An- 
drew ‘ J. Hinshaw (R-Calif.), 
whojwds Orange County as- 
sessor from 1965 to 1972. 

The Orange County Regis- 
ter reported July 2 that the 
county assessor had valued 
the Restate at $1,087,600 in 
197f> despite the fact that 
Mr.lMxon paid $1.5 million 
for it' in 1969 and that $700,- 
000 has been spent for im- 
provements. 

The newspaper said un- 
dertaxing saved Mr. Nixon 
at least $25,000 over the past 
three* years, and quoted Abe 
Goldman, of the California 
board of equalization, as 
saying- that the President’s 
property “hasn’t been as- 
sessed* at anywhere near its 
reaLvalue.” 

Along with a 26-page ex- 
planation of how Mr. Nix- 
on's estate . was valued, Hin- 


shaw released a telegram 
from Goldman denying . he 
made the statement. 

“I have no knowledge of 
the current assessed value 
of the San Clemente prop- 
erty nor have I any knowl- 
edge of the full market 
value of this property,” said 
Goldman’s telegram. 

“Without knowledge of 
these two elements of prop- 
erty taxation, it is impossi- 
ble ... to draw any infer- 
ence such as that incorrectly 
attributed to me by news 
stories now in circulation.” 
Sam Campbell, associate 
editor of the Register, said 
his newspaper would stand 
by its report and said he be- 
lieved that Goldman 
“repudiated his statements 
because there is a division 
on this issue at the state 
board of equalization.” 
Goldman, reached by tele- 
phone, would not comment 
further except to confirm 
that the telegram to Hin- 
shaw “is mine and is cor- 
rect.”
